Another unanimous action in- 
volved approval of a contract 
with the State Health Department 
for follow-ups on armed forces 
medical rejects here. 

In order to bring school nurse 
salaries up to the level approved 
by the school board, City Coun- 
cilmen approved increases in the 
35 per cent of the salaries paid 
by the city. They approved can- 
cellation of taxes on property as- 
sessed to Bay Area Rapid Tran- 
sit.

It is 
designed to give officers experi- 
ence in shooting at. varied ranges 
and from different positions. The 
course starts at the .7 yard line.

This phase must be completed in 
less than 25 seconds. ~They then 
move back to 60 yards. The shoot- 
ers then shoot from 60 yards, 50 
yards, and 25 yards. At these 
distances they fire prone, sitting, 
kneeling, and both left and right 
handed from behind barriers. The 
course must be completed in un- 
der 5 minutes and 45 seconds.
